m ansh ip of th e convention nex t Tuesday. 
Th e silver m en s id th ey would h e satis­ 
fied w ith and would accept any m an far 
tem porary ch airm an designated by th e na 
tional com m ittee, provided h e was a m an 
of recognized standing in tin- party and t h at 
h e was a m an wh ose views were under­ 
stood everywh ere to be in accord with 
th eir own on financial questions—-th at is 
provided h e is a radical fre.* slver man. In 
th at event th ey would not insist upon 
nam ing th e individual, as th ey were it» - 
different on th at score, 
l or 11 ar iinmy “ II We €»«• t Our Itlgh ts. 
Ilarrity and h is associates listened pa­ 
tiently to all th is, b ut gave no sign as to 
any Inclination to yield to th e request, j 
nor indeed any as to w h at course t h ey 
would pursue furth er th an

w ould pass provisionally on th e points i 
raised by th e sub-eam m itteo a nd before 
final action invite th e silver men to a n­ 
oth er conference. 
Th o points raised in­ 
cluded, besides th e tem porary c h a irm an­ 
sh ip, th e question of contests, tickets, etc. 
All m em bers of th e ex ecutive com m ittee 
ex pressed a desire to preserve th e utm ost 
h arm ony in tlit* convention and am ong in­ 
dividuals 
In tins ex pression th ey wen* 
h eartily joined by th e silver men, with th e 
reservation th at th o rule of th e m ajority 
sh ould be made manifest from th e begin­ 
ning. 
N oth ing 
Was said on eith er side to 
i ndi c a t e 
preference us to indiv¡dual« for 
ch airm an-h ip.

C h airm an H arrity s ex act position was

S ons stated above, th e silver delegates 
are far from satisfied w ith th o result of th e 
conference. 
Th ey h ad nut counted m uch 
on securing positive acquiescence in th eir 
dem and to be allowed to practically nam e 
th e tem porary ch airm an of th e conven 
I ion, h ut th ey h ud h oped to see lire a more 
definite Idea of th e program m e of th e na 
tional com m ittee th an th ey succeeded in 
obtaining. 
Th e result of th e conference 
was almost nil, and th e silver men left 
th e com m ittee room feeling th at th eir 
labor h ud been practically in vain.

Th e eommlft« *e of five appointed on lie- 
h alf of th e silver delegates to confer with 
th e ex ecutive com m ittee of th e national 
committee m ade its report to th e silver 
lolegates at a well attended m eeting h eld 
at th e S h erm an House. 
Th e report was 
made by S enator Jones as ch airm an of th e 
committee. 
Th e com m ittee v. as continued 
in ex istence By a unanim ous vote. 
' h e 
report covered th e facts of th e m eeting as 
h eretofore sent out. 
Th is brough t out some very vigorous 
speech es, nil very m uch in th e sa m e line, 
and all evincing a determ ination to h ave 
th e tem porary ch airm an at wh atever cost. 
Senator-Elect Money, of Mississippi, was 
one of th e m ost outspoken of th ** speakers. 
He t« x >k th e position th a t th e selection of 
a tem porary ch airm an sh ould not h e left 
to th w national com m ittee at all, even 
th ough th ere sh ould lie a promise to nam e 
a silver m an, h ut th at th e silver delegates 
sh ould dem and th e righ t to nam e th e 
ch airman. 
O th ers 
advised a m ore 
conservative 
course, and it was inform ally decided to 
lease th e m atter as th e com m ittee h ad pre­ 
sented it, agreeing to accept any silver 
delegate 
of 
recognized 
standing wh o 
m igh t l)o ch osen by th e national com m it­ 
tee, in case one such sh ould h e selected. 
Th ere was no abatem ent, h owever, in th e 
dem and foi a silver presiding officer, th e 
delegates agreeing th a t th ey did not pro­ 
pose to allow a gold m an to be put up to 
m ake th e opening speech . 
Th e plan of proceeding of th e silver 
men In « 'as** of th e selection of a gold sta n­ 
dard advocate by th o com m ittee was de­ 
veloped during th e course of tin* meeting. 
Th ey consider th at about one-th ird of th e 
m em bers of tin* national com m ittee are 
silver men. 
In 
t h e event indicated th ese 
m embers will present a minority report 
nam ing tin: ch oice of th e sliver m en for 
presidio.; ollieer, w h ereupon th e contro­ 
versy will h e brough t to an issue upon th e 
iloor of tin* convention. 
Th e silver men also discussed th e ad 
vi« ability »»I ab rogating th « * tw o-th irds 
rule in ueeordain •• wit h th e r* 'omin. uda- 
tion of th e Illinois delegation. 
N o formal 
action was taken, h ut t h e prepond ranee 
of sentim ent was so strongly against a 
ch ange th at it was m ade practically eer- 
tain th at it will not be attem pted

th at such a course will be till necessary.

Cain« from a Family That Was ,t Dissenter 
front Tint« Im m em orial. 
One of the g reatest women America ever 
produced has finished her life work, and 
the intellect that wroug ht out the g low­ 
ing lines of ‘T iid e Tom's Cabin” has 
passed under the cloud. Harriet Elizabeth 
Beecher Stowe, the woman, was subject to 
the ills incident to mortality, but tlie 
g enius that revolutionized the feeling s of 
a nation was for all time. 
The Beecher 
family stands in many respects without a 
rival in history. 
There were thirteen of 
l)r, Lyman Beecher’s children, of whom 
eleven lived to g ood ag o and at leasr six 
attained to considerable eminence, while 
one son is known wherever our lang uag e 
is read, and a daug hter lias produced a 
work that is read in every printed lan­ 
g uag e anti is probably familiar to more 
people than any other one work ex cept the 
Bible. 
No other woman has produced any writ­ 
ing which was thoug ht worthy of transla­ 
tion intt> more than four or five tong ues, 
and among men it is very rare ft» find an 
author in g eneral use even among the 
civilized 
nations, 
but “ Uncle 
Tom’s 
Cabin' appeared successively in Eng lish. 
French (three versions), German (four­ 
teen versions), Dutch. Danish, .Swedish, 
Portug uese, 
Spanish, 
Italian, 
Welsh, 
Russian, Polish, 
Hung arian, Wendish, 
Wallachin, Romaic, Arabic, Siamese and 
Armenian. 
Then ther« * was a pause in its 
international march until the g reat civil 
war revived the interest in slavery, since

He appears in her g reat work as 
J ohn Van Tromp. 
She and her husband 
had assisted fug itives in escaping . 
Still 
she was not “ radical.” 
In fact she criti­ 
cised the methods of the Abolitionists 
with some severity. 
But in 1850 the fug i­ 
tive slave law was enacted, and on tho 7th 
of March that year Daniel Webster made 
his famous speech in support of it. 
In many a New Eng land family his por­ 
trait was removed from the wall, and J ohn 
G. Whittier, in his “ Ichabod.” voiced the 
common feeling as to Webster. 
Out of 
that year’s ag ony “ Uncle To m’s Cabin” 
was wroug ht. 
Henceforth the woman is 
merg ed in the book, and at this point the 
purely personal narrative appropriately 
ends. 
On June 5. 1S51, The National 
Era, an 
anti-slavery journal p ublished in Wash­ 
ington city by 
Dr. Gamaliel Bailey, con­ 
tained the first number of a .-orini story 
which was announced as “By the author 
of ‘Mayilower,’ ” etc. So far 
as can now 


1)0 k nown no one was sp ecially interested 
in it till the third and fourth numbers had 
ap p eared—then readers multip lied and 
critics found it “full of racy character 
sketches.” A litt!» ' later politicians Karan 
to notice it. 
April I, 1*52, the last num­ 
ber appeared in I'll ' Era, on the 201 h of 
the preceding month the book was issued, 
and on the day » hit Pierce g ained such a 
wonderful victory and the Whig party 
was annihilated it was announced that 
nearly 2*1*1,000 copies had been sold. 
“ Tell u- how you wrote it,” was one re­ 
quest of Mrs. Stowe in her last interview 
with a journalist 
“ I did not write it.” site replied, with 
g reat sol innity. 
“ God wrote it. 1 was 
only an instrument in his hands." 
Not very long aft -r the work appeared 
the Rev. E. J, Stearns, a southern man, 
wrote “ Notes on Uiele Tom’s Cabin,” 
which purported to be “ a log ical answer 
to its alleg ations and inferences ag ainst 
slavery as an institution.” 
He took up 
the merits of the book as a work of art, 
and viewing it as such said: 
“ Of i 11 
works of fiction I rent mber to have met 
with, it. so far as unity of action is con 
cerne !, is the most -lovenly p it tog ether; 
its only bond o f unity is an ex ternal one, 
tho thread and paste of the binder.”

Mr. Stearns admitted that it was a “ live" 
book, and found its life in its dramatis 
persona). 
On th<* other hand, ii i Mine. Georg e 
Sand—herself a g rv.at novelist—who intro­ 
duced the French edition of “ Cnele Toni’s 
Cabin” to the po’-plo of Fix *ice, we g et a 
criticism from one whose sympathies were 
with Mrs. Stow« » upon the question dis­ 
cussed in the work criticised.

In their impatience for the arrival of 
the coming Fourth, 
Young America, 
always more patriotic than prudent, 
has for a number of days been thought­ 
lessly violating one of our city ordi­ 
nances wisely enacted for the protec­ 
tion of the more thickly settled portion 
of our city. 
In ‘‘The Revised Ordi­ 
nances of the City of Dixon,” Chapter 
X X V I, Section 5, we find the follow­ 
ing: 
The firing of fire cra cke rs a nd fire works, 
a nd the building a nd firing of bonfire s with­ 
in tlie tire limits of this city, e x ce pt a t time s 
a nd unde r conditions to be sta te d by the 
ma yor, 
a ny pe rson viola ting the provisions of this 
s > e tion sha ll, on conviction, be fine d five dol­ 
la rs for e ve ry offe nse . 
It will be seen by the above that the 
firing of crackers, fireworks, or build­ 
ing of bon-fircs (except by special dis­ 
pensation of the Mayor, intending to 
cover oecassions of political parade or 
4th of July celebrations, when an in- 
j creased police force by vigilance may 
I suppress any dangerous consequence^) 
is forbidden by law. 
Boys, unthinking 
we presume, have been violating this 
ordinance for several days, and the 
police authorities 
will see that the 
matter shall bo summarily stopped. 
One case has already been prosecuted 
and we trust there will be no need for 
others to follow. 
Not only is there 
danger of conflagrations from 
such 
sources, but horses within sight of our 
office windows have been frightened to 
the point of desperation, and runaways 
narrowly prevented. 
Anothing thing it would be well to 
remember. 
Our 
mayor has decided 
| that this year he will not grant per­ 
mission for the firing of crackers, etc., 
within the fire limits on the coming 
Fourth of July. This decision has been 
influenced by the fact that at the last 
national celebration quite a number of 
serious injuries were occasioned in the 
crowds on our streets from the firing of 
i large crackers. 
One man had the calf 
of his leg horribly torn; others haa 
hands shattered, and 
others 
were 
otherwise Beverly burned.
